A BLOODY DEED! 



English Anderson Stabs to Death 
George Alexander 

AND WOUNDS DAVID CONLEY 



The Ghastly Deed Sends a Thrill 
of 



Anderson Arrested and His Ex- 
amining Trial Set For 
To-Day. 

The Evidence Before the Coro- 
ner's Jury. 



Again it is our painful duty to re- 
cord one of tho most reckless and 
seemingly uncalled for killings that 
has ever disgraced this county. 

George Alexander, a quiet, peace- 
able, honest, hard-working citizen, 
was stabbed to death by English An- 
derson, one of the most prominent and 
progressive young farmers of the 
county, and a son of Corwin Ander- 
son, deceased, so well known in short- 
horn circles. Tho sickening details are 
about as follows : 

On Saturday evening George Alex- 
mder. his sou Willie, John McDonald 
and David Conley, nil of whom live 
in Mt. Sterling, were coming in to 
town on their way home from tho 
residence of the late Harvey Hurt, 
where they had been at work, paint- 
ing, aud had reached the Maysville 
pike only a short distance this side of 
the junction with the Paris pike. 
There they met two wagons loaded 
with lumber. A nogro was driving 
the front one and English Anderson 
driving the wagon in the rear. Alex- 
ander and party were in a spring 
wagon, heavily loaded with paiuting 
materials and though they pulled oft' 
the piko till their vehicle was against a 
hedge at the side of the road and 
called to the driver of the wagon 
to keep to his side of the road, either 
by accident or design the negro driver 
seemed bent on running into them. 
In answer to their warning, English 
Anderson, who was on Hie rear wag- 
on, called to the negro, "Don't 



gave him a vicious cut some si 
inches long across the back, 
result of Anderson's fearful work 
one man dead and another badly 
wounded. Alexander was stabbed 
four times, twice in or near the heart, 
and twice in the abdomen, any one of 
which would have been i.\tal,aiid was 
cut three times in the arm. 

George Alexander was a good cii 
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death was a vt.ry severe shock to the 
community. The horror at his sad 
end, was scarcely more, than that the 
deed should have been done by the 
young man at whose hands he met his 
death. 

The burial of the murdered man 
took place yesterday morning. Elders 
Clarke and Trimble officiated at the 
funeral, after which he was buried by 
Watson Lodge No. 32, I. O. O. F., of 
which he was an activ e member. A 
vast concourse of citizens turned out 
to show their respect to a man who 
had lived among us, so upright a life, 
and yet who met his death in so tragic 
a manner. George Alexander leaven 
a widow and five children, several ot 
thorn quite small. 

Esquire Henry Jones empannelled a 
jury and hold an inquest on the body 
of Aloxandor. We give his report as 
lodged for record: 

Mt. Sterling Ky., June 23, 1894. 
I, Heurv Jones, J. P. M. C ., held an 
inquest on tho body of George Alex- 
ander. I empannelled the jury.

Conley jumpod 
down and grabbed Anderson, who 
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John McDonald : I was on the 
wagon with George Alexander 
When wo met the lumber wagon 
we pulled off to the right of the i 
Alexander hallooed at tho negro to 
give him part of the road . The white 
man on tho hind wagon told the ne- 
gro not to give one d d inch. 
Alexander jumped off his wagon and 
tho whito man ran round lrom his 
wagon. As he came around he ran 
his hand into his shirt ; he had on no 
coat . Alexander told him not to pull 
a pistol ; they clinched and the white 
man was stabbing Alexander. I told 
Conley, who was on the back part of 
our wagon, to catch the man that was 
cutting George. Conley grabbed It 1 1 
aud the while man told the negro to 
knock Couloy in the head. Tho 
gro got a rock, Alexander fell, and 
some ladies passing by In a buggy 
said ho was dead. Tho whito nun 
cut Conley, too. I do not know Eng- 
lish Anderson. 

William Alexander : Wo had met 
these wagons hauling lumber two or 
three times. They had always run us 
off the road. We met them this even- 
ing, and papa hallooed at tho negro to 
give us part of the road I he would 
not do it. Papa jumped off the wagon 
to make him give us part ot the road, 
and tho white man ran around and 
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killed him. I do not know the » 
man's name, bnt would know him 
should ever nee him, I am the son of 
George Alexander. 

Drs. C . B. Duersou, W. It. Thomp- 
son and J. B. Taolbee examined the 
body of George Alexander. There 
were four stabs in his body that en- 
tered the cavity. His death was 
caused from these stabs. 

James H. Freeman : I met a negro 
and English Anderson on the side of 
the road about where Peed lives. 
They were unhitching their team from 
the wagon. I asked English if they 
had broken down, and he said yes. 
Mr. Peed lives about one hundred 
yards from the Maysville pike on the 
Paris pike. 

Minnie Fieeman : Mr. Alexander 
was going towards town and the lum- 
ber wagons were coming from town, 
I thought the front wagon was going 
to run into Mr. Alexander's wagon. 
Mr. Alexander's horse ran Into the 
hedge fence. Mr, Alexander jumped 
off his wagon to keep the other wagon 
from running into him. English An- 
derson ran around the wagon and 
stabbed him. I know English An- 
derson ; he is the man that did the 
killing. 

Mrs. James II. Freeman : Mr. Alex- 
ander passed by in hie wagon, two or 

Ju-st beyond the house they met two 
wagons loaded with lumber. Mr. 
Alexander pulled off the road 
nearly to the hedge fence. The 
front himber wagon loeked like 
it would run into him. Alex- 
ander then jumped off his wagon ; 
the white man ran up to him (Alex- 
ander) and cut him; Alexander fell 
over In the road ; did not know the 
man that did the catting, 

L. C. Peed : I met two wagons 

yond where the killing took place. A 
negro was driving the front wagon 
and English Anderson was driving 
the other one. I was coming towards 
town. 

ANDEItSON 's ST AT KM E NT. 

Mr. Anderson was seen at the jail 
and said : "No man regrets this un- 
fortunate aflsir more than I do. I 
have tried to live an honorable life, 
and can not believe that those who 

I would have committed such an act 
unless I had been forced to do it. I 
do not think it wise to enter into de- 
tails. The trial is set for to-day, 
when all the facts will be brought 
out. I was compelled to resort to this 
extreme measure in order to pro- 
tect myself." 

English Anderson aud the negro 
driver are botli in jail, and their ex- 
amining trial is set for this morning 
at 10 o'clock.

ENGLISH "RED TAPE" CIRCUMVENTED 



Bow an Appointment With an M. P. la tha

MIGHTY VOLCANIC BREATHINGS. 
The Remarkable Action of a Crater In the 

There are many mud volcanoes 
scattered throughout the world, but 
there are few whose action is so reg- 
ular and so characteristic as that of 
Dempo, in the island of Sumatra. 
This marvelous volcano, about 10,- 
000 feet in height, was visited re- 
cently by a correspondent who thus 
describes it: All was quiet and plac- 
id, and I sat down awhile to take 
in the details of a scene so novel. A 
vast circular basin half a mile in di- 
ameter, with rocky sides of sheer 
pmoMoes, displaying at places hori- 
lontal strata, and at the bottom of 
this another smaller basin, some 200 
feet in diameter, filled to within about 
80 or 40 feet of its rim with a smok- 
ing substance, like burnished silver, 
reflected the blue sky and every pass- 
ing cloud. 

We had sat thus for perhaps 10 or 
12 minutes when I noticed that the 
center of the white basin had become 
intensely black and was scored with 
dark streaks. This area gradually 
Increased. By steady scrutiny with 
my glass, for it was difficult to make 
out what was silently and slowly 
taking place, I at last discovered that 
the blackness marked the sides of a 
chasm that had formed in what I 
now perceived tho white burnished 
mirror to be— a lake of seething mud. 

The blackness increased. The lake 
was being engulfed. A few minutes 
later a dull, sullen roar was heard, 
and I had just time to conjecture 
within myself whence it proceeded 
when the whole lake heaved and rose 
in the air for some hundreds of feet, 
not as if violently ejected, but with a 
calm, majestic upheaval, and then 
fell back on itself with an awesome 
roar which reverberated round and 
round tho vast caldron and echoed 
from rocky wall to rocky wall like 
the surge of an angry sea, and the 
immense volume of steam let loose 
from its prison house dissipated itself 
into the air. 

The wave circlos died away on the 
margin of the lake, which resumed 
its burnished face and again reflect- 
ed the blue sky, and silence reigned 
again until the geyser had gath 
force for another expiration. 

Thus all day long the lake 
swallowed up and vomited forth onco 
in every 15 or 20 minutes. That it 
was not always so quiet oven as now 
the stones on the Sawah and the 
scoria* on the sides of the cone bore 
witness. Once in about every three 
years, the natives told me, tho wops 
of coffee, bananas and rice were quite 
destroyed by "sulphur rajp," which 
covered everything for miles round 
the crater.— Chicago Tribune.

An Interesting Bridge. 

A novel and ingenious use that was 
made some time ago of a rapid river 
current in India aptly illustrates the 
fertility of resource of the average 
engineering contractor. At a certain 
point along the river a temporary 
bridge was urgently necessary for 
the transport of lnaterials to be used 
in tie- building of an important neigh- 
boring structure, but the only avail- 
able material was a quantity of three 
Inch planking about 10 feet long and 
a little over 3 feet wide and some or- 
dinary round timber cut from a 
neighboring forest. 

Pontoons were made of two single 
planks, placed about 15 feet apart, 
each plank being held on edge at an 
angle of about 50 degrees from tho 

and kept at their proper distance by 
framing mado froio the round timber 
already mentioned. "Both pontoons 
were moored to a chain. The pecul- 
iarity of the bridge, of course, was 
that tho wat«*r pressure upon the in- 
clined surfaces of the planks, due tea 
swift current, permitted them to 
carry a considerable load, and the 
structure served its purpose admira- 
bly, accommodating a pretty lively 
traffic for an unexpectedly long pe- 
riod.— St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

Live C rented Screamers In London. 

One of the most interesting and at 
the same time relatively most abun- 
dant birds in the zoological gardens 
is a fowl which is known by the 
peeudo classical name of ohauna. It 
is of unwieldy bulk and litis grouty 
looking legs. But in spite of this it 
is said by that accomplished ornithol- 
ogist, Mr. W. H. Hudson, to soar and 
sing in a way that rivals the lark. It 
is also the most truly amphibious of 
birds, as has been lately pointed out 
in the ibis. 

Its swimming powers are appar- 
ent!}' quite on a par with those of the 
duck, and it has this advantage over 
that bird that it is clothed in a kind 
of Boyuton costume, which is fur- 
nished by innumerable air spaces in 
the skin. These various gifts, com- 
bined with an interesting appear- 
ance, render the bird one of the most 
striking exhibits in tho zoo, but the 
drawback is in the voice, which, 
possibly on account of the atmos- 
phere of this metropolis, is far from 
being as larklike as Mr. Hudson 
states of 'the chauna when upon its 
native pampas.— London News.

It was planted more 
than 1,000 years ago by Charlemagne 
in commemoration of a visit made to 
him by the embassador of the Caliph 
Harun-al-Rashid. In the year 818 
a coffin shaped vault was built around 
its sacred roots, and a few years later 
a cathedral was built near by— eo 
close indeed that the vines were 
trained along the stony walls. In the 
year 1 1 4(5 the cathedral was destroyed 
by fire, but the vine- survived and 
still flourishes. At present it is 26 
feet high and covers 300 square feet 
of the cathedral wall. 'The main 
stem, however ,'after over 1,000 years' 
growth, is only 2'inches in diameter, 
but is said' to be "as hard as ivory."

We are able to report another week 
of decided activity for hurley tobacco. 
Values on all grades being fully main- 
tained with a quotable stronger mark- 
el for colory goods and for the medium 
to good grades of red leaf. We have 
recieved a great many reports regard- 
ing weather conditions throught Hie 
.State and it is not far from the "facts 
in the caso" to say that within the 
past week, some part of uearly every 
tobacco county within the State has 
had rain but we doubt if it has 
rained over any entire county. The 
rains have been local but extended 
over a wide territory. Under these 
conditions it is difficult to decide the 
extent of the recent planting.
